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Accident 
route to 
miss out 
on safety 

MOVES to improve a busy 
route through Brownhills 
where there were 28 acci¬ 
dents in two years have been 
put on hold. 

A scheme to install a table 
top junction, a 20mph zone 
and new signage have been 
under consideration along 
the main A452. 

Improvements along 
Chester Road and Brown- 
hills High Street would cost 
more than £200,000. 

But Walsall Council chiefs 
say there are no immediate 
plans the stretch where 
there have been seven 
serious collisions between 
December 2009 and 2011. 

It was on the reserve list of 
projects in the current finan¬ 
cial year but council chiefs 
say it is not going to happen 
in the near future. 

Principal transport plann¬ 
er Mark Corbin said: “We 
haven’t got any project on 
the horizon for Brownhills, 
although when the Tesco 
redevelopment does occur 
there will be associated 
highway works.” 

A series of other road 
improvements are being 
considered by the authority. 
The A461 Lichfield Road is 
being looked at by highways 
chiefs who are keen to 
reduce delays. 

Around £100,000 has been 
earmarked to look at how 
work could be carried out on 
the route which runs 
between Walsall and Shire 
Oak near Brownhills. 

Eyesore pub 
to finally go 

A LONG-TERM eyesore on 
a main route through 
Walsall will be demolished 
by the start of next month. 

The vandal-hit Lane Arms 
pub will finally be pulled 
down after Walsall Council 
approved a demolition not¬ 
ice that proposes work starts 
on May 21 and finishes by 
June 4. 

It has been targeted by 
arsonists and there has been 
a long-running campaign to 
get the eyesore on a main 
route between Walsall and 
Willenhall pulled down.

MARKETS AT NIGHT 
PLAN TO AID TRADE 


PLANS for a night-time market in Walsall have been 
unveiled as borough bosses look to boost trade in the 
town centre. 

The idea is part of Walsall’s bid for a slice of a £1 million Government 
cash pot fronted by retail guru Mary Portas. Those behind the bid hope 
a night time market will bring more shoppers into the town centre and 


boost the evening economy. 

They say they have closely studied Birm¬ 
ingham's famous German market and 
would introduce a night time market which 
specialises in crafts as well as regular stalls. 

Walsall Town Centre Team has put 
together the plan and it will find out next 
month if the bid has been successful. 

The idea of a night-time market was wel¬ 
comed by traders on Walsall’s regular 
pitches but they warned it should work in 
conjunction with them. 

Tony Larner, chairman of Walsall Market 
Traders’ Association, said: “If the night 
time market was incorporated into the 
regular market we would be very happy. 

“If it does go ahead, they would need to 
work very closely with us." 

Bid organisers say a night time market 
would offer “something different”. 

Saddlers Shopping Centre manager 
Angela Henderson, who is a member of the 
Walsall Town Centre Team, said: “A night 
market would be a new concept for the town. 

“It would hopefully be something similar 
to Birmingham’s German Market. 

“It would generate interest in the town in 
terms of giving people something a little bit 
different and would boost the rest of the 
night-time economy. We think it would be 
something young people would enjoy too.”

Other ideas unveiled as part of the bid 
include a loyalty card to reward shoppers 
who visit the town regularly, more training 
for independent retailers and a smartphone 
application for people to access on their 
iPhones. 

Under the proposed loyalty card scheme, 
shoppers would be given incentives for visit¬ 
ing the town centre. 

Ms Henderson said: “The thing I would 
most like to see is a loyalty card, because it 
works for the tenants, the retailers and the 
customers.” 

Another plan would see tours take front¬ 
line staff into the town to highlight land¬ 
marks, services, transport hubs and car 
parking. 

Extra help would also be given to inde¬ 
pendent retailers to get them to “think 
outside the box”. 

The local authority has already won 
£100,000 of Government cash to tackle the 
rate of empty shops in the borough. 

It comes after independent figures 
released earlier this year showed that 
Walsall has a shop vacancy rate of 29 per 
cent. However, council chiefs claimed the 
actual figure was closer to 20 per cent.

A FATHER-OF-FOUR who master¬ 
minded a near £50,000 benefit fraud 
by pretending he was his lover’s 
landlord has been jailed. 

Asaam Yaqub lived with Alamara 
Begum in their Willenhall home 
while she was claiming benefits. 

Begum already had one baby 
when Yaqub bought a £133,000 
house for them in Yale Road, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court heard. 

But the 39-year-old food company 
operations manager prepared 
paperwork for the authorities that 


claimed his 34-year-old partner was 
merely his tenant, Mr Julian Harris, 
prosecuting, said. And Yaqub 
repeated the lie in similar docu¬ 
ments until the truth was discov¬ 
ered after a tip-off five years later. 

By then, there were five children 
under the roof, now aged between 
two and 13. The oldest was fathered 
by a different man and Begum had 
legitimately applied for council tax 
relief along with housing benefit and 
income support in August 2001. 

By the time she moved in with 


Yaqub in the house he bought on a 
mortgage in 2005, she had given 
birth to their first child and they 
then had three more while he also 
treated her eldest child as his own. 

The bogus agreement he drew up 
three times allowed her to collect 
£48,168 before the fraud was uncov¬ 
ered, Mr Harris said. 

Mr Matthew Dunford, defending, 
said they had made no money from 
their house which they were now 
renting after it was repossessed and 
sold to a housing association. He 


said: “They were not living a lavish 
lifestyle. The money was used to pay 
household bills.” 

Begun admitted benefit fraud and 
Yaqub pleaded guilty to false repre¬ 
sentation. He was jailed for 10 
months and she received a 24-week 
jail term suspended for two years. 

Judge Nicholas Webb told them: 
“If you decide to take on financial 
commitments you cannot afford and 
then cheat taxpayers to try to pay for 
them, you can expect little or no 
sympathy from the court.”

A TUTOR spent up to £35,000 transforming 
the garage of his Walsall home into a mini¬ 
school, which he ran without permission, a 
court was told.

“Until the funding is 
secured, no provisional 
timescale will be set for the 
project but it is anticipated 
at this stage that the Busi¬ 
ness and Sports Hub will 
become a reality within the 
next three years.”

Future looking bleak 
for rescued terriers 


AS SUZIE Indale tickles Buster behind his 
ears, the Staffordshire bull terrier gives the 
17-year-old’s hand an appreciative lick. 

Some would say Suzie is brave for taking on the role of a 
volunteer at a centre inundated with large and imposing 
looking dogs. However, the trainee veterinary nurse says 
she enjoys her shifts at the Rosedene Rescue Centre, 


Walsall, and often gets attac 
after. 

She and other staff are 
finding they have an in¬ 
creasing number of 
Staffordshire bull terriers 
and rottweilers needing 
rehoming. 

Some of the problem is 
that they are over-bred and 
puppies are left without a 
home. But there is also a per¬ 
ception that these dogs can 
be aggressive, an image that 
volunteers at Rosedene are 
keen to change. 

Suzie, from Walsall, says: 
“Some breeds have a bad 
image and people worry that 
if they have a Staffie or Rot¬ 
tweiler it will attack 
someone. 

“But they are among the 
most loving dogs that come 
into the centre and love to 
have a cuddle and a play.” 

Suzie says that 14 out of 
their 31 dogs are Stafford¬ 
shire bull terriers and they 
also have four rottweilers. 

Labelled 

“One of the main reasons 
why there are so many 
Staffies is because they are 
over-bred by owners,” she 
says. 

“Sadly, because they are 
hard-looking dogs they can 
be seen as a status symbol by 
some people, mainly in 
cities.” 

Officials at Battersea 
Dogs Home say the number 
of Staffies coming into them 
has leaped 850 per cent since 
1996. 

One of their main chal¬ 
lenges is to provide the dogs 
they receive with the basic 
training that allows them to 
get along with other dogs.

“We have around 40 with 
us as they are slower to re¬ 
home than the other 
breeds,” she says. 

“Staffies are good family 
pets but you have to ensure 
they are trained and 
brought up properly.” 

There is a misconception 
among many that Staffies 
are officially labelled as dan¬ 
gerous. 

Actually, as the Govern¬ 
ment looks to beef up its 
animal legislation, there are 
only four breeds of dog are 
currently banned - pit bull 
terrier, Japanese tosa, dogo 
argenino and fila brasileiro. 

Environment, Food and 
Rural Affairs Minister Jim 
Paice said: “We are known as 
a nation of animal lovers 
who take proper care of our 
pets.” 

But he criticised the 
minority who take on large 
dogs and who do not invest 
in the training they need. 

He said: “There is a 
minority of irresponsible 
dog owners who don’t take 
care of their pets. This has to 
stop.”

Work starts to stop garden floods

“We cannot, at this stage, give a 
timescale but aim to do the work as 
quickly as possible so as not to 
disrupt the school and local resi¬ 
dents more than necessary. 

“We would like to thank everyone 
there for their understanding 
during this vital work.” 


A school spokesman said they 
were happy to work with Severn 
Trent. 

It emerged last week that one 
family has suffered 18 floods in just 
over a decade despite not being con¬ 
nected to the main system. 

Severn Trent has blamed the 
problem on residents not disposing 
of items correctly, which causes 
blockages.

Labour has most seats but 
not enough full for control 


LABOUR has become the 
largest party on Walsall 
Council, but has failed to gain 
overall control of the author¬ 
ity after last Thursday’s local 
elections. 

It leaves the council in limbo and no 
decision will be taken on who runs the 
it until May 23 when all 60 councillors 
will meet at the Council House 

Labour is now the biggest group 
with 28 seats and leader Tim Oliver 
has said they will put forward a motion 


to run the council as a minority admin¬ 
istration. 

It won three seats from the ruling 
Conservatives but lost Darlaston 
South, where incoming mayor Grahan 
Wilkes was standing, to Independent 
Chris Bott and Blakenall to Demo¬ 
cratic Labour representative Pete 
Smith, who won his seat back. 

Space 

In a statement, Councillor Oliver 
said: “Building on our success of last 
year, Walsall Labour made significant 
gains against the Conservatives gain¬ 


ing three seats that will allow us to 
take control of the council, albeit as a 
minority administration. ” 

He added: “In the space of two years 
we have gone from 18 seats to 28 and 
we will now go forward to the next full 
council meeting where we will put for¬ 
ward our plans for Walsall; plans to 
bring jobs and growth and radicalise 
how the council works on behalf of the 
people of the borough.” 

The Tories currently run the author¬ 
ity as a minority administration after 
losing overall control in the last elec¬ 
tion. They previously held 27 seats. 

The council is now made 
up of 28 Labour councillors, 
24 Conservatives, five Lib¬ 
eral Democrats, two inde¬ 
pendents and one Demo¬ 
cratic Labour councillor. 

Conservative leader Coun¬ 
cillor Mike Bird said: “It is 
disappointing to have lost 
three seats, three hard 
working candidates that 
have given their all. 

“It could have been worse 
but Walsall tends to buck 
the trend.” 

Willenhall South was held 
by Labour’s deputy leader 
Sean Coughlan. Labour can¬ 
didate and former mayor 
Richard Worrall took 
Rushall-Shelfield from 
incumbent Conservative 
Ron Carpenter. Labour also 
gained Brownhills. 

Count 

Steve Wade overcame 
Tory councillor Alan Paul 
and also won Palfrey from 
Tory candidate Matloob 
Hussain. 

The count took place at 
the Walsall campus of 
Wolverhampton University 
where bosses insisted 
women remove high-heeled 
shoes. 

Councillor Rose Burley, 
who had to walk around 
barefoot, said: “I felt I would 
be okay but I didn’t meet the 
standards they asked.”

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Campaign to protect 
green belt is growing 


HUNDREDS of people have 
joined a campaign against con¬ 
troversial plans to build homes on 
green belt land in Walsall. 

Almost 100 objection letters and a peti¬ 
tion containing 450 names have been 
handed to the council. 

The move is in protest against the multi¬ 
million pound plans for the Goscote area. 
The plans are part of a land swap deal drawn 
up by Walsall Housing Group and council 
bosses for around 700 homes on land called 
The Lea. New green belt land would be 
created on the demolished Goscote estate. 

But residents living on roads surrounding 
The Lea have hit out at the plans saying they 
do not want to lose the green land. 

The proposal was deferred at a planning 
meeting to allow more consultation to take 
place following a 273-name petition oppos¬ 
ing the plans being handed in. 

A further 94 individual objection letters 
and the petition has now been lodged with 
the authority. 

Fight 

A campaign group has claimed it will 
“fight to the end” to ensure The Lea remains 
green belt land. 

Ken Wall, who has lived in Hardy Road for 
more than 40 years, said residents were not 
opposed to the overall regeneration develop¬ 
ment but did not want to lose The Lea. 

The 68-year-old said: “The feeling around 
this development is of anger and frustra¬ 
tion. It is our green belt land. We have 
handed in 94 individually signed letters of 
objection and another petition of449 names. 

“A total of 98.5 per cent of the people who 
opened their doors to us don’t want that 
development there. We are fighting this.” 

The proposal is expected to go back before 
the planning committee at the end of June 
or in July. Under the plans, the majority of 
homes will be available for sale. 

Vacant sites at Well Place and Barracks 
Lane, which have full planning permission 
for 105 homes, will form part of the overall 
development.

MOTORISTS are facing delays on 
Walsall’s ring road because of 
work taking place at an average of 
once every two months. 

Drivers have been faced with disruptions 
along the £23 million town centre network 
because of a range of projects including 
repairs to water leaks, blockages and instal¬ 
lation projects. Walsall Council bosses said 
the disruptions had been because of phone 
and water company schemes rather than 
because of problems with the road itself. 

The ring road was completed in 2009, £5m 
over budget and a year behind schedule. In a 
12-month period up to this February there 
were seven projects that needed carrying out. 

Four were by South Staffs Water which 
included repairing a water leak and mains 
maintenance work. Three projects were com¬ 
pleted by BT. 

Jamie Morris, executive director at Walsall 
Council, said: “Walsall’s creaking road 
network was in desperate need of catching up 
with 21st century traffic which is why we 
built the ring road. 

Investment 

“As a result of the ring road, hundreds of 
millions of pounds of new investment has 
been channelled into the town including the 
Manor Hospital improvements, new offices 
for whg, a new Tesco and the impressive 
Walsall College building. 

“Like any road in Walsall we are 
approached by statutory services like water 
and telephone and gas for permission to 
carry out permanent work on the under¬ 
ground spaghetti of cables and pipes that 
carry the services that keep Walsall moving. 

“Like any council we manage these very 
carefully and endeavour to make sure that 
work is kept to a minimum with a minimum 
amount of disruption.” 

It emerged earlier this year that the 
council had set aside a total of 
£630,000towards paying consultants, con¬ 
tractors, engineers’ time and legal fees from 
the scheme - almost three years after the 
ring road’s its delayed completion.

JUST under £50,000 was raked in 
over a year from hiring out 
Walsall’s two historic town halls - 
a quarter less than expected. 

Most of the income came from Walsall 
Town Hall which had 152 paid bookings in 
the 12 months leading up to April this year. 

Darlaston Town Hall collected £8,125 
from 82 bookings as the number of users 
slightly dropped.

Usage includes a 
considerable number of repeat bookings, 
which reflects the high levels of customer 
satisfaction with the venues.”

A TAKEAWAY in Bloxwich has been shut due to an “extensive” mice 
infestation. Bloxwich Fusion, at High Street, was closed immediately 
after mouse droppings were found in food preparation and storage 
areas. Environmental health officers took the action amid fears it 
could pose a serious threat to the public’s health. 


Officers have warned other food busi¬ 
nesses in the borough to be on their guard 
against infestations or face closure and a 
hefty fine through the courts. 

The takeaway will remain closed until all 
traces of the problem have been removed 
and there is no risk to customers. 

Walsall Council environmental health 
officer Kathryn Northway said: “Rodents in 
any food premises is a serious business. 

“Mice spread germs which cause food poi¬ 
soning as well as contaminating food with 
droppings and urine. All food businesses 
must be on their guard or they too will face 
closure and hefty fines.” 

Evidence was taken to Walsall Magis¬ 
trates Court, where it was confirmed the 
closure notice had been correctly served. 
The council said the owners co-operated 
fully. It is not yet clear when it will reopen. 

Almost 90 hygiene orders were handed

out to food businesses in the borough in 12 
months. Problems included rat and mice 
infestations, out-of-date stock and dirty 
premises. 

Four food shops were handed emergency 
prohibition notices during 2010-11. 

Desi Sweet Centre in Walsall Road, was 
shut due to a mice infestation that left a 
trail of droppings, and Saddlers Fish Bar in 
Bradford Street, which was found to have 
rats’ nests and droppings. 

Kebab Ranch, Bradford Street, was given 
an emergency prohibition notice for the 
same problems, and Hajeez, Caldmore 
Road, was temporarily closed after officers 
found three dead mice and droppings in a 
balti bowl and pizza box. 

The businesses were allowed to reopen 
once standards had improved.

POTTERTON z 
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26 -week jail sentence for 
man in serial fuel thefts 


A SERIAL thief who stole hundreds of 
pounds of fuel from filling station fore¬ 
courts across the region was behind 
bars today. 

Father-to-be David Lee, aged 29, targeted 
both petrol and diesel pumps on 11 occasions, 
stealing a total of £674.80 worth of fuel. 

He was jailed for 26 weeks at Wolverhampton 
Magistrates Court. 

Lee, who lives at the Wulfrun Hotel in Pipers 
Row, Wolverhampton, admitted driving 
without a licence or insurance along with four 
charges of driving off without payment (known 
as bilking) and asked for a further seven to be 
taken into account. 

He also admitted stealing £340 from the till of 
the Gala Bingo hall in Lichfield Road, Wednes- 
field, while a cashier had her back turned. 

Disqualified 

Magistrates Mrs Julie Clark sentenced him to 
12 weeks for bilking, taking into account the 
extra offences, plus 12 weeks for the theft at 
Gala Bingo. 

An extra two weeks was added for failing to 
attend a previous court hearing. He was also 
disqualified from driving for a year. 

The first theft was recorded at the Asda 
filling station in Wednesfield Oak Road, Tipton, 
on November 18, followed by further thefts at 
the New Invention Service Station in Willen- 
hall, Morrisons in Bilston and the Apple Green 
Service Station in Cannock Road, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton. 

The court heard he also took fuel from the Co¬ 
op, Bloxwich; Murco, Tipton; Tesco Express in 
The Scotlands, Wolverhampton; Total, 
Compton; Country Bridge Service Station, Wil- 
lenhall; Triton, Compton; and a second theft at 
Apple Green.

A NEW gym has been earmarked 
for Walsall town centre - the third 
to be planned for the area within 
months. 

The proposal is to convert the former 
Bodycote Bright Blazing industrial unit, 
Bott Lane, into a gymnasium with commu¬ 
nity rooms. It will create a number of jobs. 

The building has been blighted by vandal¬ 
ism since Bodycote moved out. It is next to 
the Royal Hotel on the outskirts of the town 
and the plans are due to be considered by 
Walsall Council in the coming weeks. 

It is the latest application for a gym fol¬ 
lowing a rise in new businesses looking to 
set up. It will be decided by officers under 
delegated powers or go before members of 
the planning committee. 

A statement from Graham Beddows, con¬ 
sultant on behalf of the applicant, said: 
“The building was last used for light indus¬ 
try. The building is not in use and has been 
subjected to vandalism. 

“The proposals are for a gymnasium, 
open to the general public during day time 
and evenings. The meeting rooms at first 
floor are to provide training rooms and 
meeting facilities for external organisa¬ 
tions.” 

It comes after the go-ahead to transform 
a former community centre in Walsall into 
a gym last month. The Pool Street site will 
open from 7am to 9pm Monday to Friday, 
and from 9am to 5pm at weekends. 

And Pure Gym is set to open in the top 
floor of the town’s Poundland store in June, 
creating around 30 jobs. 

It received the support of the planning 
committee earlier this year. The budget 
gym, which will open 24 hours a day, will 
boast more than 200 pieces of equipment.

THE NOODLE bar has become a city 
staple since the oriental food revolu¬ 
tion began 20 years ago with the first 
Wagamama opening in London.

“Other brothers Wilfred, Joseph 
and Dennis also served. 

“Dennis is the only surviving 
brother now in his 80s, unfortu¬ 


nately I don’t have a photo of him in 
uniform. 

“Imagine how my grandmother 
must have felt with nearly all her 
sons in constant danger. 

“My father was invalided out of 
the army after being hit when the 
tank he was part of the crew of, was 
attacked. 

“I’m sorry the newspaper cutting 
is a bit dishevelled but it is around 
70 years old. 

“The pension note shows my 
dad’s injuries and, by the way, he 
never actually claimed his war 
pension until 1992, four years 
before he died in 1996 when he was 
75 years old. 

“Incidentally, Jack Potts went on 
to reach the rank of captain and 
served all over the world taking his 
wife and children with him. 

“I hope this makes interesting 
reading and it helps to keep my 
father’s memories and the family’s 
alive.”

The new Peugeot hybrid is looking like a safe bet 


“IT’S GOING to be a thorough¬ 
bred experience”, was the intro at 
the start of a launch drive of the 
new Peugeot 508 RXH. Intriguing 
. . . then it hit me, we had to be 
doing something involving 
horses. And indeed we did. 

So what’s the point of telling you that? - 
I hear you thinking. 

Well all will be revealed and it was very 
pertinent to the latest cub out of the 
Peugeot stable. 

The Peugeot 508 is already available in 
saloon and SW (estate) variants, and now, 
with the launch of this 508 RXH, it’s avail¬ 
able as a four-wheel drive, diesel-electric 
hybrid with taller suspension and a wider 
track to handle a little more rough stuff and 
low-grip situations - as we discovered on the 
drive. 

There is also a mode where you can run 
the car purely on electric, and hence with 
zero emissions, as we did through two 
stables of valuable thoroughbred race¬ 
horses without causing them to twitch a 
nostril - and they’re the first things to alert 
you to when a horse is not happy along with 



the ears going back. It is powered by a 
163bhp, 2.0-litre diesel engine and a 37bhp 
electric motor. On the road the Peugeot 508 
Hybrid4 performs very well and is comfort¬ 
able without being too staid. 

While it might not be that quick out of the 
stalls compared to other rivals in its sector, 
it will sprint from 0-62mph in 9.5 seconds 
and it has a top speed of 130mph. 

A drive around the roads of south 
Cheshire included busy towns where the 
stop/start system for the diesel engine 
proved very efficient, very quickly cutting 
the engine when you stop and starting 
equally quickly when you touch the acceler¬ 
ator to get going again. Fuel savings will be 
substantial and ever more important as cost 
continue to rise. 

And you can also go around town using 
just the electric motor and onboard battery 
which, as mentioned before gives zero emis¬ 
sions, as we did around the stables. 

We also tested out its sure-footedness by 
driving up alongside the gallops as the 


horses were being exercised. It had been 
pouring with rain, there was a long, gradual 
but steep climb on deeply rutted grass, but 
the car positively cantered up and at times 
even made a gallop. 

This all means that the 508 RXH has a 
tax-related C02 rating of 107g/km which 
makes it very attractive for company car 
drivers and fleet managers. 

For private owners the low C02 output 
means zero road tax for the first year and 
then £20 per year thereafter. 

Incentive 

Fuel economy claims look good and if 
they live up the figures claimed will prove a 
big incentive. Looks-wise, the 508 is curvey 
and smooth and inside you get comfort and 
a quality finish. 

The seats support your back well and the 
side supports are raised keeping you held 
firmly in place. The electric seats have 
plenty of adjustment which means you can 
get a perfect driving position and the stan¬ 
dard specification is good including cruise 
control, parking aid and parallel parking 
guide, sat-nav and Bluetooth, a catalogue of 
safety features and Peugeot Connect SOS 
and Assistance. One brilliant feature, which

THE ARRIVAL of Chevrolet’s Orlando brings a 
new vehicle into the market place for the hard 
working family who needs a vehicle to be a 
Jack of all trades, writes Bob Hickman. 

The family market up until now has been dominated by 
perhaps the Renault Scenic and Ford Galaxy but the arrival 
of Chevrolet’s seven-seater Orlando has thrown down the 
gauntlet to these manufacturers with a vehicle that has a 
perfect mix of bold, brash, slab-like styling and new innova¬ 
tive design features. 

With a choice of three engines and three trim levels the 
Orlando could be the vehicle that is an option for you if you 
have a large family or if your family is such that you need 
the bigger style of vehicle but also this vehicle has a trick up 
its sleeve because by dropping the seats it gives you a gigan¬ 
tic amount of space. There is 1,499 litres of space when all 
the rear seats are dropped; this is almost a transit van 
capacity. 

The exterior appearance of the Orlando may not be to 
everyone’s taste, I can see a lot of American influence and 
let’s face it Chevrolet is an American muscle car company. 
It is a squared off solid chunky looking exterior and this 
translates in to an interior that is huge and is one of the 
Orlando’s assets. 

There is room for adults in all of the seats even the very 
back row of the seats could accommodate grownups for a 
reasonable journey; I concede headroom is at a premium but 
the seats are actually more than just for small children. 

I like the interior, because this is the important area of 
the Orlando and where it is going to score over the compe¬ 
tition. The amount of manoeuvrability and flexibility that 
the seats have is excellent, the middle and outer rows slide 
backwards and forwards, the absolute rear most seats drop 
away to give you excellent boot space both rows drop out of 
sight to give massive amount of luggage space. 

I like the way the two rear rows are elevated slightly, 
Chevrolet suggest that it is like a theatre set-up but it does 
make for life in rear seats that much better and if it is going 
to ensconce the children they will absolutely love it. 

Performer 

There is a choice of three engines, one petrol and two 
diesels, the 1.8-litre petrol which was fitted to my test 
vehicle produces marginally over 140 bhp, and is sufficient 
to give a top speed of 115 mph and the C02 emissions at 172 
this vehicle is not going to fit in to the cheaper excise cate¬ 
gory, Chevrolet suggest 39 mpg may be achievable. The 
petrol engine in my derivative was equipped with a 5-speed 
gearbox and whilst the engine was never one to ignite a fire 
it proved to be a satisfactory performer. 

The diesel options are both 2-litre but have been tuned 
slightly differently to give different power characteristics, 
so there is a choice between 160 bhp and 130 bhp. Both of 
these are reasonable in the economy situations, the 160 bhp 
for example should give a 47 mpg reading. 

The three trim levels are badged as LS, LT and LTZ. On 
a vehicle of this type you want to be reassured that the 
vehicle is going to be safe in the event of an accident and a 
lot of technology has gone into the design, the body struc¬ 
ture has been built using very high strength steel to create 
a passenger safety cage that will cocoon you in the event of 
an incident. There are six air bags, twin at the front and in 
addition side and curtain air bags are included. 

Chevrolet have taken the step of introducing crash sensor 
technology, basically what this means that if the vehicle is 
involved in an accident the doors will automatically unlock 
due to the on-board detection system and this could be a 
very, very useful feature for the emergency services. 

At the end of the day it is all about choices when you come 
to buy your new car, but certainly the Chevrolet Orlando 
gives you an awful lot of options, it has the facility to accom¬ 
modate seven people, to be a luggage carrier, and workhorse 
by dropping down seats. 

I am particularly impressed by Chevrolet’s reliability, 
there is a tempting five year promise of an unlimited war¬ 
ranty which is transferable, but without doubt one of the 
biggest features and one really worth high consideration is 
the cost implication with prices starting at just marginally 
of £16,000 and topping out at just over £23,000 the Orlando 
makes a lot of sense when you consider what you are getting 
for that hard earned pound that you are spending.

A SEASON which began with big talk fin¬ 
ished with a big win and, the ultimate, big 
goal secured with relative comfort. 

Safety was guaranteed following a season 
of struggle which at one stage threatened to 
be the end of Walsall in League One, writes 
Nick Mashiter. 

But Saturday’s 1-0 win at MK Dons left 
them seven points clear of the relegation 
zone on 50 points - a point and a place better 
off than last year. 

For where the Saddlers are, that has to go 
down as progress and they have finished just 
four points from mid-table comfort. 

But it is why performances and results 
such as the weekend’s are so disappointing. 

Gutsy and confident, composed and 
classy, Walsall’s season ended on a high 


thanks to Will Grigg’s fine first-half goal. It 
was a performance which delighted boss 
Dean Smith but one which serves as a 
reminder of what they can achieve but what 
they haven’t delivered. 

One good final-day win should not cloud 
the judgement over most of the other 45 
League One games over the past nine 
months. Sporadically, as on Saturday, 
Walsall have performed to the potential they 
profess to have but the hit-and-miss nature 
epitomises where they stand in the grand 
scheme of things. 

Walsall should have survived, they were 
always good enough, and they end only eight 


points away from the top half. Like the 
squad and manager have said, swap a few of 
those 20 draws for wins - something they 
easily should have done - and things look 
much brighter. 

Which is why the summer trading will be 
as important as ever. The Saddlers are 
treading water and need a successful over¬ 
haul to rid themselves of the armbands and 
float away from danger. 

Smith is now beginning to mould a squad 
which will be his and his alone. He got his 
signings right when he needed to and, with 
a budget expected to be as restrictive as the 
last, needs to make his money go far. 

The boss did that with the arrivals of Sam 
Mantom, Florent Cuvelier and Emmanuel 
Ledesma. Without them, Walsall would not 


have been so comfortable. Did the trio save 
the Saddlers from the drop? 

Well, before Cuvelier arrived from Stoke 
in January, Walsall had one win in 14 games. 
Mantom’s loan from Albion filled the gap 
left by the injured Adam Chambers and 
Ledesma scored four in his first five games. 
If those three didn’t save them, you wonder 
who would have. 

Their introduction ensured there was no 
late drama as Walsall finished a whopping 
seven points above fourth-from-bottom 
Wycombe. In contrast to 12 months ago - 
the climax to the Great Escape - 
stadiunumk was low-key. Grigg’s fine 18th- 
minute finish - the striker’s first goal since 
October - settled a game in which the Sad¬ 
dlers always had a degree of control.
